Looking into the future, what we 
see are enclosed farms and ranches, 
improved breeds, pastures and ranges 
of richer and more luxuriant grasses, 
the cultivation of forage, the silo, the 
dipping vat, the constant and indi¬ 
vidual care of the herds, and the 
marketing of the product at the 
slaughter houses and packing plants 
erected in our own borders.' 1
